Your PRO-X33AV 2-Way Die-Cast 
Mini Speaker is smaii in size, but not 
in sound! Its high-compiiance woofer 
accurateiy tracks signais to provide 
outstanding bass, whiie the baiance 
drive tweeter produces crisp, detaiied 
highs. 

Your speaker’s acoustic design 
matches the woofer and tweeter with 
the enciosure and damping materiais, 
resuiting in amazingiy smooth and 
broad frequency response. 

Your PRO-X33AV can handie up to 30 
watts of power. The speaker is mag- 
neticaiiy shieided so you can safeiy 
piace it next to your teievision or mon- 
itor. 


SPEAKER PLACEMENT 

Location and position are vitai to your 
speaker’s performance. The ideai io- 
cation is on a tabie or sheif positioned 
near the corner of a room. A sheif at- 
tached to a wooden waii (or some oth- 
er acousticaiiy hard surface) greatiy 
reinforces the speaker’s sound quaii- 
ty. If possible, place the front edge of 
the speaker flush with the front edge 
of the shelf. For the best sound, avoid 
floor locations; floor coverings can ab- 
sorb much of the sound. 


We recommend that you play a famil- 
iar, wide-range recording and experi- 
ment with speaker placement until you 
find the location that provides the best 
sound for your needs. 

If you are using another speaker with 
your PRO-X33AV, for the best stereo 
image, the distance between your 
speakers should be about equal to the 
distance from the main listening area 
to a point halfway between the speak- 
ers. 



If you must place your speakers far- 
ther apart, turn them slightly inward. 

You can mount your PRO-X33AV on a 
wall, under a shelf, or on a ceiling us- 
ing optional speaker brackets (Ra- 
dioShack Cat. No. 40-2063). Or, you 
can use a V4-inch wall-mount speaker 
bracket. Follow the instructions pro- 
vided with the brackets. 
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Note: When you use the V4-inch wall- 
mount bracket, remove the screw on 
the back panel of the speaker so you 
can thread the ball shaft. For any oth- 
er type of mounting bracket, use the 
mounting holes (Indicated by the ar- 
rows) and leave the screw In place. 



ATTACHING THE 
RUBBER FEET 

Rubber feet are supplied with your 
speaker so It will not scratch your fur- 
niture. With the thicker feet (marked 
A) positioned toward the front corners 
of the speaker and the thinner feet 
(marked B) positioned toward the 
back corners, remove the paper back- 
ing and press all four feet onto the bot- 
tom of the speaker. 



CONNECTIONS 

with the speaker placed at the desired 
location, measure the distance from 
the speaker to the amplifier. Use 18- 
gauge speaker wire for a distance of 


50 feet or less. For a distance greater 
than 50 feet, use a heavier 16-gauge 
wire. 

For the maximum bass response and 
overall best performance, connect the 
speaker In phase (- to - and + to -i-). 

Speaker wire Is either color-coded, 
with a different color on each side, or 
coded with a ridge or stripe on one 
side to Identify the wire's different 
sides, making the connection process 
easier. RadloShack stores sell speak- 
er wire to meet most needs. 

Follow these steps to prepare the wire 
and connect the speaker. 

1 . Separate the wire conductors for a 
length of about 2 Inches, then re- 
move about V 2 Inch of Insulation 
from the wire’s ends using a wire 
stripper. 



2. Push down the speaker’s black 
tab to open the negative (-) termi- 
nal and Insert one of the wire's 
conductors. Release the tab. 
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3. Push down the speaker’s red tab 
to open the positive (+) terminai 
and insert the wire's other conduc- 
tor. Reiease the tab. 

4. Using the speaker wire’s coding 
as a guide, connect the other end 
of the speaker wire to the ampiifi- 
er’s corresponding (right or ieft) 
speaker terminais. 

MAINTENANCE 

To enjoy your PRO-X33AV 2-Way 
Die-Cast Mini Speaker for a iong time; 

• Keep the speaker dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. 

• Use and store the speaker oniy in 
normai temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handie the speaker gentiy and 
carefuiiy. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the speaker away from dust 
and dirt. 

• Wipe the speaker with a damp 
cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iook- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the 
speaker’s internai components can 
cause a maifunction and might invaii- 
date its warranty. If your speaker is 
not performing as it shouid, take it to 
your iocai RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
